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Southeastern  Massachusetts  Technological  Institute  was  created  in  1960  by  an  act 
of  the  General  Court  on  the  recommendation  of  the  governor  to  provide  a  diversified  edu- 
cational program  for  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  area  and  for  the  Commonwealth.  In 
enacting  this  legislation,  the  General  Cou  rt  directed  that  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Tech- 
nological Institute  assume  the  responsibilities  of  the  two  existing  colleges  in  the  area — 
Bradford  Durfee  College  of  Technology  and  New  Bedford  Institute  of  Technology. 

The  consolidation  of  these  institutions  into  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Technological  In- 
stitute was  effected  in  1964  and  since  that  time  the  Institute  has  engaged  in  an  intensive 
program  of  development. 


Dartmouth  Campus 


The  most  exciting  developments  at  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Technological  Institute 
during  the  past  several  years  have  taken  place  on  the  new  campus  under  construction  on  a 
wooded  730  acre  plot  in  North  Dartmouth.  The  campus,  with  its  functional  master  plan 
and  ruggedly  handsome  buildings  designed  by  architect  Paul  Rudolph,  is  being  rushed  to 
completion. 

The  beautifully  landscaped  campus  will  contain  parking  facilities  and  playing  fields 
for  all  the  major  sports.  Thus,  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Technological  Institute's  stu- 
dents will  be  able  to  pursue  a  wide  range  of  programs  in  an  exceptionally  stimulating  and 
harmonious  academic  environment.

Dean  Augustus  Silva,  we  dedicate  the  yearbook  of  Nineteen  Hundred  and

Driscoll's  great  interest  in  education  seemed  to  have  come  rather  suddenly.  As  Mr.  Dris- 
coll, he  served  in  World  War  II  as  a  Marine  pilot  in  the  South  Pacific.  Upon  his  discharge, 
he  had  reached  the  rank  of  Captain.  Going  through  the  war  he  seems  to  have  come  to 
know  that  education  is  the  substitute  for  ignorance  and  to  have  decided  it  his  duty  to  do 
something  about  it. 

Hence  came  his  decision  to  go  to  Harvard  University  undergraduate  and  graduate 
schools.  In  1952  he  received  his  B.A.  In  1953  he  received  his  Masters,  showing  a  continu- 
ing drive  for  education.  He  was  granted  a  teaching  fellowship  at  Harvard  and  in  1957 
he  received  his  Doctorate.  Soon  thereafter  he  became  a  teacher  and  coach  at  Needham, 
Massachusetts.  Following  this,  he  took  a  position  at  Boston  College  as  Administrator  and 
teacher.  He  was  in  his  fifth  year  at  Boston  College  when  he  was  called  to  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Technological  Institute. 

Dr.  Driscoll,  teacher  and  administrator,  now  heads  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Tech- 
nological Institute.  With  his  forcefulness,  his  unswerving  drive,  along  with  his  foresight 
and  experience.  Dr.  Driscoll  is  the  very  leader  needed  to  make  Southeastern  Massachu- 
setts Technological  Institute  grow  in  stature  and  reputation. 
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With  the  start  of  the  1965-66  school  year  S. M.T.I,  received  the  largest  freshman  class  in  its  history.
